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PREFACE. 


The  object  proposed  in  the  publication  of  this  book, 
is  to  present  a  list  of  the  plants  growing  in  the 
vicinity  of  Edinburgh,  and  to  point  out  the  places  in 
which  they  are  commonly  found. 

The  inconvenience  I  experienced,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  my  botanical  studies,  from  the  want 
x)f  some  assistance  of  this  kind,  disposed  me  to  wish 
that  the  difficulties  by  which  my  own  progress  was 
embarrassed,  might  not  be  suffered  to  retard  the 
advancement  of  those,  who  might  follow  in  the  same 
course.  To  this  end  the  present  attempt  is  made ; 
which,  however  unskilfully  planned,  or  imperfectly 
executed,  may  prove  in  some  degree,  useful  to  those 
for  whose  help  it  is  intended. 
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I  do  not  fear  that  this  undertaking  will  be  imputed 
to  me  as  unnecessary  or  presumptuous  :  the  inform- 
ation, which  it  communicates,  is  obviously  required  ; 
and  the  only  other  book,  from  which  it  may  be 
procured,  is  too  large  to  admit  of  the  supposition, 
that  the  author  designed  it  for  the  pocket.  We  do 
not  therefore  pursue  a  common  object;  and,  con- 
sequently, I  feel  no  apprehension  that  I  shall  be 
charged  with  the  vanity  of  venturing  a  competition. 
From  the  ability  with  which  Dr.  Greville  has 
accomplished  his  work,  I  do  not  doubt  that  it  will 
obtain  a  good  name ;  and  I  have  no  difficulty  in 
believing,  that  it  will  be  found  abundantly  adequate 
to  any  purpose,  for  which  it  may  have  been  written : — 
but  that  purpose  is  not  mine. 

It  may  be  proper  to  make  a  few  observations  res- 
pecting the  materials  of  the  following  pages,  and  the 
mode. in  which  they  have  been  disposed;  that  the 
plan,  which  has  been  adopted,  may  be  better  under- 
stood, and  that  I  may  offer  some  vindication  of  its 
occasional  departure  from  the  common  a!rrangement. 

As  the  practice  of  calhng  the  same  plant  by  dif- 
ferent names,  is  often  productive  of  considerable 
inconvenience  to  the  younger  student,  I  have  pro- 
vided against  any  difficulty  of  this  kind,  by  stating 
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the  synonyms  in  every  instance  in  which  Smith, 
:ind  Hooker,  and  Greville,  have  not  employed  the 
same  appellations.. 

The  genus  Chara  has  been  removed  from  the  class 
■Cryptogamia,  in  which  it  is  placed  by  Hooker  and 
Greville,  to  the  class  Monandria,  to  which  it  is 
assigned  by  Smith ;  not,  indeed,  that  I  consider  this 
arrangement  more  accurate,  but  because  the  other 
would  be  less  useful. 

The  genus  Callitriche  I  have  referred  to  the  same 
class,  because  the  flowers  are,  for  the  most  part,  her- 
maplirodite,.  at  least  in  the  specimens  that  I  have  seen. 

Of  the  class  Crt/ptogamia,  I  have  thought  it  right 
to  insert  a  few  orders,  of  which  the  plants  are  such, 
that  they  cannot  fail  to  attract  the  attention,  and 
awaken  the  interest  of  the  student. 

Some  of  the  plants  omitted  by  Greville,  are  sup- 
plied from  Maughan's  Catalogue,  in  the  first  volume 
of  the  Wernerian  Transactions.  To  these  I  have 
added  a  few  species,  that  have  not  been  noticed  by 
any  preceding  writer,  as  productions  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood to  which  my  account  is  restricted.  I  have 
presented  specimens  of  these  plants  to  Dr.  Graham, 
and,  excepting  a  few  of  them,  to  Dr.  Greville. 
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Most  of  the  plants  compi-ehended  in  the  following 
enumeration,  are  produced  within  ten  miles  of  Edin- 
burgh, all  of  them  within  twenty ;  and,  with  the 
exception  of  such  as  are  included  in  parentheses, 
have  been  found  and  examined  by  myself.  With 
regard  to  the  size  of  the  volume,  :as-the  end,  for 
which  it  is  designed,  requires  that  it  be  portable,  it 
is  accordingly  small ;  and,  perhaps,  might  form  no 
unsuitable  appendix  to  Smith's  Compendium  Flora 
Britannicce. 

I  regret  that  I  could  not  avail  myself  of  the  im» 
provements,  exhibited  in  Sir  James  Smith's  English 
Flora;  as.  the  sheets  of  this  book  were  in  the 
printer's  hands,  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  it. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  acknowledging  my  ob- 
ligations to  Dr.  Graham,  for  the  encouragement  and 
assistance,  with  which  he  has  favoured  me ;  and,  at 
the  same  time,  I  hold  myself  indebted,  in  some 
measure,  to  the  publications,  to  which  I  have  already 
referred. 

Whatever,  may  be  the  defects  of  this  trifling' 
compilation,  I  hope  I  may  be  allowed  to  claim 
that  indulgence,  which  is  always  conceded  to  good 
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motives  and  anxious  diligence  ;  and  I  trust  that 
tliose,  who  may  see  no  merit  in  what  has  been  done, 
will  recognize  it  in  what  has  been  attempted ;  for 
surely  no  one  will  contemn  the  desire,  however  vainly 
cherished,  of  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  a  science, 
which  is  every  where  loved,  and  valued,  and  culti^ 
rated — which,  as  it  informs  the  understanding,  im- 
})roves  the  heart,  and  enlarges  the  boundary  of 
harmless  and  rational  enjoyment.
